Proceed east and turn left at the first 
stop light onto Campus Center Drive (Business Loop). Park in the vis¬ 
itor parking lot on the east and register your license plate at the front 
desk.

Our Museum has a room full of Picasso 
paintings on view until September 21 This gives us an 
opportunity to study first-hand the foremost artist of the 
twentieth century. In celebration of this, the Docent 
Resource Library has purchased A Life of Picasso, The 
TriumphantYears - 1917-1932. This is volume three of John 
Richardson’s monumental biography and the most impor¬ 
tant one for us because it describes Picasso’s beginnings in 
Paris and his foray into sculpture and Cubism. 

The book is extensive - 590 pages - but each chapter is 
like a story unto itself, helping us to understand this com¬ 
plex man, his associates, the society in which he func¬ 
tioned, and his progression from classical painting into 
cubism and beyond. 

Picasso was a mass of contradictions, the one constant 
seeming to be his Spanish soul. He had many poets and 
writers as friends, who exerted a formative influence, as 
did the women he loved and outgrew. Often, his private 
life was sensationalized and, according to Richardson, no 
one really knew this basically shy, sensitive man who loved 
animals and children, who produced revolutionary painting 
techniques, and who “ saw himself as a shaman who could 
usehis art to cast spells” He knew better than anyone 
how to outrage us, fascinate, puzzle and disturb us all.

Tour Tips 

Your Myth is Someone Else's Religious Belief 


II*. 


We all like to make our tours personal and relevant to not 
only our visitors but to us as well. This makes for a very 
interesting and lively tour. But there are subjects that we 
need to remember to remain objective about. One of these 
is religion. It is important to remember that we should treat 
all art that illustrates religious subject matter with equal 
measure. Here are some tips: 




*Try to talk about the religious stories of the art as stones 
that illustrate what the art means without personal judg¬ 
ment on their veracity. 

*When discussing religious art, don assume any of the visi¬ 
tors on your tour are a particular religion or not a particu¬ 
lar religion. Especially not based on appearances, accent, 
country or state of origin. 

*lt { s ok to state that a particular religion is or is not your 
religion if you are comfortable revealing that.Then you 
can talk about what you have learned about each art 
object and the culture that it is from. 

*Don’t let this tour tip prevent you from using religious 
material in your tours as they represent some of the best 
parts of our collection. Come to a PPES staff person if you 
have questions.

wrapped in pride: 
kente cloth exhibition 

December 15, 2008 - January 13, 2009 


Wrapped in Pride explores the history of traditional Ghanaian weav¬ 
ing and its impact on cultures beyond Africa's shores. The cloth 
called kente, made by the Asante peoples of Ghana and the Ewe peo¬ 
ples of Ghana and Togo, is the best known of all African textiles. 
Kente's renown has spread internationally, so that it is now one of 
the most admired of all fabrics. This strip-woven cloth began in the 
former Gold Coast of West Africa as festive dress for special occa¬ 
sions — traditionally worn by men as a kind of toga and by women as 
an upper and lower wrapper Over the past forty years the cloth has 
been transformed into hats, ties, bags, and many other accessories 
worn and used on both sides of the Atlantic. Kente, for many, bridges 
two continents, evoking and celebrating a shared cultural heritage.

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AN INTERESTING READ

During the second half of the nineteenth century, Paris 
was the center of absolute political corruption and tur¬ 
moil. Emperor Napoleon III and Empress Eugenie excelled 
in conspiracies and philandering and provoked war with 
Prussia. There was widespread poverty, social unrest and 
despair among citizens. 

In spite of that, Paris was described as the capital of the 
nineteenth century and was the center of real artistic and 
literary happenings. It was also the time that Baron 
Haussman was rebuilding and modernizing Paris. 

In such a setting, the artist Edouard Manet the artist was 
exploring a modernity which he did not fully understand. 
He considered his art as simply “painting that which he 
saw.’* When Manet painted the nude figure of Victorian 
Meureut as “Olympia,” he saw it in terms of Georgione 
and Valasquez, perhaps as a modern version of Titian’s 
Venus of Urbino , as an evolution of the past. Most of the 
public found it shocking, indecent but fascinating. 

( Otto Friedrich’s book Olympia. Paris in the Age of Manet , 
focuses on the artists who were ridiculed with the title, 
“Impressionists.” Manet was one of their teachers, at 
times their leader. He was the great love of Berthe 
Morisot even though she married his younger brother. 

The book tells of the community of artists Manet inspired; 
Monet, Gauguin, Renoir, the irascible Degas and Cezanne. 
Also, he inspired the writers Flaubert, Zola and Proust, 
who were intimate with the artists. 

Friedrich’s book is a rich cultural history and can be found 
in the Docent Resource Library.

Timothy Brooks, author of Vermeers Hot , looks at five of 
Vermeer’s paintings and examines the objects included in 
the paintings. He asks: 

What is it doing there? 

Who made it? 

Where did it come from? 

Why did the artist choose it? 

First, we can enjoy the surface of the paintings. Then we 
should look again at the objects as signs of the time and 
place in which the painting was made. 


In one painting Brooks explores, a Dutch military officer 
leans against a laughing girl. They are flirting and their 
objective is marriage. He is wearing a big hat. No 
Dutchman ofVermeer’s generation went out in public bare 
headed. The wealthier ones flaunted the kind of hat we 
see in this painting. The custom of removing hats when 
indoors was not yet being observed. 


LATER WORKS OF WILLIAM 
UTERMOHLEN: ART AND THE BRAIN 
SYMPOSIUM 

On November 8th from 10 am - noon, the UMFA will 
host a symposium on “Art and the Brain” in conjunction 
with The Later Works of William Utermohlen exhibition. At 
the symposium, Dr. Kenneth Rockwood (Professor of 
Geriatric Medicine at Dalhousie University, Halifax, Nova 
Scotia) will speak about an artist-in-residence program he 
established at a memory disability clinic. Dr Joseph Diaz 
(Brain Builders Program, LDS Hospital) will link 
Utermohlen’s artwork to common stages of Alzheimer’s 
disease, and Erik Stern and Sarah Donohue will perform a 
segment from the dance,“Demolition Derby:When a Mind 
Loses Its License to Drive.” The “Art and the Brain” sym¬ 
posium is free and open to the public. The symposium is 
sponsored by The Brain Institute and Drs. Julie Korenberg 
and Stefan Pulst. 

Plan on also attending the Film Series for this exhibition. 
Four films will be shown that relate to Alzheimer’s disease. 


This hat is made of beaver fur which European explorers 
got from Native Americans in exchange for guns and 
knives. Beaver pelts, in turn, financed the voyages of sailors 
seeking new routes to China. Also involved were silver 
coins from Peru. Europeans purchased, by the thousands, 
the Chinese porcelains often shown in Dutch paintings. 
On the wall is a huge map of the known world, which 
would change frequently, as more explorers discovered 
new lands and developed a more precise knowledge of the 
world. 

In Brooks’ book, slaves, tobacco, spices, beaver pelts, 
porcelain bowls and South American silver changed the 
Western world and began the process we know as global¬ 
ization. 

We can make many discoveries about the seventeenth 
century world from studying Dutch paintings. In our 
museum we have Flemish and Dutch masterpieces includ¬ 
ing A View of Leiden by Cosyn, Merry Company by Hals and 
Dance Around the Maypole (16th century) by Breugel, that 
can provide inspiration similar to that which Brooks found 
in Vermeer’s paintings.

Tour Tips 

Teachers and Chaperones 
When a teacher schedules a tour, Annie always 
sends them information that asks them to bring 
chaperones with them when they visit the UMFA. 
Every docent has been blessed with great chaper¬ 
ones on their tours and likewise been faced with 
the challenge of a teacher or chaperone who is 
not helpful. I firmly believe a tour is made better 
when a chaperone or teacher is present because 
at a minimum it allows them to see first hand the 
tremendous job all our UMFA docents do. There 
are a few things you can do to help the teacher or 
chaperone be a help instead of a hindrance on 
your tours. 

* Help chaperones understand the role you would 
like them to play on your tour by giving them 
clear directions. 

* Feel empowered to give clear directions to the 
adults on the tour about how you want them to 
participate and behave, such as “please silence 
your cellphone if you have one.”

L orna Kennedy lives life 
surrounded by art. 

She spends hours in art 
museums and galleries, and 
the walls of her home are covered with 
drawings, paintings and etchings by 
artists from around the world. 

A few of the paintings were done by 
Kennedy, who is an artist. 

“I do very little artwork of my own,” 
she said. “I keep saying I want to do 
more, but I keep getting involved with 
other things.” 

Over the years, Kennedy’s sacrificed 
time at the easel to pursue an even 
stronger desire — sharing art with 
others and surrounding them with the 
best works of art she can find. 

Last month, Kennedy was 
recognized at the Mayor’s Awards in 
the Arts ceremony for a lifetime of 
contributing to the arts in Ogden. 

“She’s been a dedicated volunteer 
in our community for the last 30-plus 
years — it’s been almost like a career 
of volunteering,” said Mac Stevenson, 
a local artist who nominated Kennedy 
for the award. “She’s a very dignified 
woman, and soft-spoken, but she just 
gets done what needs to be done.” 

Volunteer 

Kennedy served as a board member 
for the Eccles Community Art Center 
for many years, and has spent about 20 
years volunteering at Ogden’s Union 
Station. 


“Her assignment on the gallery 
board is to recruit and invite artists 
from around the region to show in both 
the Myra Powell Gallery, and also in 
Gallery at the Station,” said Roberta 
Beverly, director of the Union Station 
Foundation. “She has an eye for quality. 
... It’s due to Lorna’s efforts that we get 
really fine artists.” 

Kennedy’s efforts include visiting 
galleries and artists’ studios around the 
state, and poring over art magazines, 
to find up-and-coming regional artists 
working in a variety of styles and 
techniques. Then she talks them into 
showing their work in Ogden — and it’s 


not always easy. 

“They’re up-and-coming to the 
point where they have many different 
galleries that want their work, and they 
can’t paint that fast,” she said. 

But Kennedy is usually able to 
persuade artists to bring their work to 
Ogden audiences. 

“She’s got a great reputation in the 
art world,” said Julie Lewis, who also 
serves on Union Station’s gallery board. 

During the time Kennedy has been 
volunteering in Ogden, she’s also been 
volunteering at the Utah Museum of 
Fine Arts in Salt Lake City. In addition 
to helping with fundraisers, she’s been 
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Lorna Kennedy’s color palette rests on the 
table in her studio. 

a docent at the museum for 24 years. 

“She’s just a delightful person, and 
I don’t know where the energy comes 
from,” said Beverly. “She’s tireless.” 

Teacher 

Not all of Kennedy’s work in the arts 
has been volunteer. After graduating 
from the University of Utah with a 
degree in fine arts, she headed to San 
Francisco to find steady work in an art- 
related field. Unfortunately, she found 
she couldn’t live on an $80-a-month 
job as an apprentice in an advertising 
agency. Fortunately, she met Bill 
Kennedy — and instead of leaving her 
heart in San Francisco, she married 
him and they both moved to Ogden. 

Lorna Kennedy found work as a

kindergarten teacher with the 
Ogden City School District, 
and then the district received 
a grant to create its own 
television station. 

“For seven years, I taught 
art on television, doing two 
programs a week... one for the 
primary grades and the other 
program for fourth- to sixth- 
graders,” she remembered. 

“I wrote teacher’s guides and 
sent them out prior to each 
program, with a list of what 
materials they would need, and 
then follow-up suggestions.” 

After the station was shut 
down, Kennedy taught art at 
Mound Fort Junior High. 

One of the highlights of her 
time as a teacher was a 1978 
trip to Egypt. The government 
of Egypt invited 19 Utah teach¬ 
ers to learn about the country 
and share their experiences 
with students. 

“It was an absolutely mar¬ 
velous experience,” she said. 
She explored everything from 
the architecture of the pyra¬ 
mids to the mud huts of the 
poor. 

But Kennedy says the high 
point of her teaching career 
was assisting with an artists- 
in-residence program. 

“It isn’t unusual on a col¬ 
lege level, but it was the first 
time something like that was 
awarded to general school 


districts,” she said. “I think 
we had 11 outstanding artists 
from all over the country, and 
each came in one at a time and 
spent nine weeks in Ogden.... 
Students on the elementary 
level could actually meet a 
famous artist, and the artist 
would talk to the kids, and then 
we’d take them on field trips 
into the studio to see the work 
they were doing.” 

Artist 

Kennedy retired from 
teaching in 1985, and has spent 
most of her time volunteering. 

Husband Bill isn’t jealous of 
the time she spends working 
for Ogden’s art community. 

“I’m so proud of her,” he 
said. 

He proudly points out his 
wife’s original artwork on the 
walls of their home. Her art 
will be on public display at 
Gallery at the Station in De¬ 
cember, as part of an exhibit of 
art by gallery board members. 

“She’s a really gifted artist,” 
said Lewis. 

But don’t expect to see 
many pieces of Kennedy’s 
work. 

“She’s really generous with 
her artwork. She donates it 
to the Eccles Community Art 
Center, and to the Secret Art 
show and sale at Union Station, 
and to charity events,” said 
Lewis. “As an artist, you don’t 
get to write off your donation, 
so I appreciate artists who are 
willing to do that — it’s truly a 
gift.”

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GREAT READS ABOUT EARLY 
AMERICAN ART

In Colonial America, the last half of the eighteenth century was a 
period of great flowering. The settlers had developed many skills 
in supplying their own needs independent of Europe. Farmers 
had developed agricultural practices sufficient to feed the popu¬ 
lace. Manufacturers had begun to appear in the provincial cities. 
The first university and the first medical school were founded. 
Statesmen were nurtured by the need for government. 

The one area not yet developed was the fine arts. There were 
no great writers or musicians, painters were self taught and itin¬ 
erant. Paints, canvas, art instruction and conditions needed to 
promote painting and sculpture were scarce or nonexistent. 

In spite of this, by 1800 a school of great painters had developed. 
In his book, America's Old Masters, James Thomas Flexner 
describes how this happened. Flexner writes about four artists 
in great depth and with deep admiration. His book gives insights 
into their lives which helps explain the flourishing of portraiture 
and landscape art in America. 

Benjamin West was the first American artist to study abroad. In 
his day he was regarded all over the world as the leader of the 
“grand style” of painting. He was a founder of the Royal 
Academy in London and its president for 27 years; he was the 
friend and court painter for King George III. His most lasting 
( contribution to American art was his sponsorship and nurturing 

many budding American artists for the next three generations.

With one more month left in 2008, it is time to start thinking about. ...taxes! 
I have done a little research that I hope might help you. There are some 
expenses that you have as volunteers that can be taken as deductions on your 
taxes. Here are some tips, but if you want more information you can visit the 
IRS website at www.irs.gov.The website has a publication titled Publication 526, 
Charitable Contributions that gives further information. 

Contributions Volunteers Can Deduct 

Generally, volunteers can deduct money or property contributions that are 
made to, or for the use of, the Museum.The contributions must be made to 
the Museum and cannot be for use by a specific person. 

Contributions From Which Volunteers Benefit 

If a volunteer receives a benefit as a result of making a contribution to the 
Museum, they can deduct only the amount of their contribution that is more 
than the value of the benefit they receive. 

Out-of-Pocket Expenses in Giving Services 

Volunteers may be able to deduct some expenses they accrue in giving ser¬ 
vices to the Museum.The amounts must be: 

Unreimbursed 

Directly connected with the services 

Expenses they had only because of the services they gave 

Not personal, living, or famiiy expenses 

Car Expenses 


Volunteers can deduct unreimbursed out-of-pocket expenses, such as the cost 
of gas and oi,l that are directly related to the use of their car in giving services 
to the museum. 

Travel 

Generally, volunteers can claim a charitable contribution deduction for travel 
expenses necessarily incurred while they are away from home performing ser¬ 
vices for the Museum only if there is no significant element of personal plea¬ 
sure, recreation, or vacation in the travel. The deduction for travel expenses 
will not be denied simply because volunteers enjoy providing services to the 
Museum. Even if they enjoy the trip, they can take a charitable contribution 
deduction for their travel expenses if the volunteers are on duty in a genuine 
and substantial sense throughout the trip. 

Deductible travel expenses 

Air, rail, and bus transportation 

Out-of-pocket expenses for the volunteer’s car 

Taxi fares or other costs of transportation between the airport or 

station and hotel 

Lodging costs 

The cost of meals 

Because these travel expenses are not business related, they are not subject 
to the same limits as business related expenses.

Contributions Volunteers Cannot Deduct 

There are some contributions volunteers cannot deduct, and some contribu¬ 
tions they can only deduct a portion of. Volunteers cannot deduct as a char¬ 
itable contribution: 

Donations to a specific individual, including contributions to 

individuals who are needy or worthy 

Donations to a nonqualified organization 

The part of a contribution from which a volunteer receives or 

expects to receive a benefit 

The value of a volunteer’s time or services 

Volunteer’s personal expenses 

Appraisal fees 

Certain contributions of partial interests in property 
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Value of Time or Services 

Volunteers cannot deduct the value of their time or services, 
including the value of income lost while a person works as an 
unpaid volunteer for the Museum. 
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Contributions of Property 

If a volunteer contributes property to the Museum, the 
amount of their charitable contribution is generally the fair 
market value of the property at the time of the contribution. 
However, if the property has increased in value, they may have 
to adjust the amount of their deduction.

Recession » Those 
who are spared have 
hours reduced 20%.

The financial picture for 
the Utah Museum of Fine 
Arts isn't so pretty of late. 

Effective last week, the 
University of Utah museum 
cut three of its 15 full-time 
positions and reduced the 
working hours of remaining 
full-time staff by 20 percent, 
said Gretchen Dietrich, the 
museum's interim director. 

"We are facing challeng¬ 
ing times, but felt it was im¬ 
portant to position ourselves 
as well as possible going for¬ 
ward," Dietrich said. "It's un¬ 
imaginably unfortunate." 

Staffers who were let go 
are: Bernadette Brown, cura¬ 
tor of New World and Pacif¬ 
ic Islander art; Steve Hayes, 
a specialist in collections 
and installation; and Bonnie 
Souliere, operations manag¬ 
er. The rest of the 12-mem¬ 
ber staff will be paid toVork 
32 hours per week instead of 
40. 

Despite grim budget news, 
Dietrich, who took over after 
former director David Dee's 
resignation in April, said the 
museum will forge ahead 
with plans for 15 installations 
and exhibition projects slated 
for the 2010-2011 fiscal year. 

Under Dee's direction, the 
museum last year mount¬ 
ed what officials called the 
most ambitious exhibit in its 
history, "Monet to Picasso," a 
12-week "blockbuster" mas- 
terworks collection of paint¬ 
ings on loan from the Cleve¬ 
land Museum of Art. Dee 
spearheaded fundraising 
that resulted in $1.35 mil¬ 
lion contributed by donors. 


Fine arts 
museum 
boss to 
step down 

David Dee, who recently 
oversaw the "Monet to Pi¬ 
casso" and "Splendid Her¬ 
itage" exhibitions at the 
Utah Museum of Fine Arts, 
announced his resignation 
Tuesday. 

Dee presided over what 
"could be classified as the 
most significant growth pe¬ 
riod in the 
museum's 
history," 
said Ray¬ 
mond Ty- 
mas-Jones, 
dean of 
the Uni¬ 
versity of 
Utah Col- 
lege of 
Fine Arts, 
in a state¬ 
ment. 

Dee, who headed the mu¬ 
seum for four years, plans 
to return to curatorial du L 
ties, focusing on Asian art, 
according to the U. state¬ 
ment. Gretchen Dietrich, 
the museum's director of 
public programs and cura¬ 
torial affairs, will take over 
as interim director during 
a national search for a new 
director. Her past experi¬ 
ence includes positions at 
the Atheneum Museum in 
Hartford, Conn., the Isabel¬ 
la Stewart Gardner Muse¬ 
um in Boston and the Phil¬ 
adelphia Museum of Art. 

Marcia Price, chair of 
the National Leadership 
Council for UMFA, lauded 
Dee's leadership. "Thanks 
in large part to his accom¬ 
plishments and the U.'s sup¬ 
port, the future of the mu¬ 
seum continues to be bright 
and promising," Price said 
in the university's state¬ 
ment.

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BOOKS TO CONSIDER 

BY JUNE ORME, WEDNESDAY TEAM DOCENT 

Almost all the world’s people have a fascination with the history 
and the arts of Native North Americans. This is partly because 
of the American Indians’ attitude toward the natural world; their 
belief that life is equated with the earth and its resources. Also 
intriguing are their musical names which remain fixed forever on 
the American land. 


NEWTOUCHTOURS SCHEDULED 

We have occasional requests for touch tours of our col¬ 
lection for people who are blind. Our collections depart¬ 
ment has identified sculpture in our collection that can 
safely be included in these tours and we provide gloves to 
each participant and docent.These tours are a lot of fun 
as you and the participants experience our collection in a 
much more intimate way! 



As surely as the American Indians gave the world corn, potatoes 
and tobacco, they also gave us a revolutionary idea of what a 
human being could be, conserving and caring for our natural 
resources. Yet, the explorations of Champlain, in 1603, the first 
wave of incursions of Europeans into the North American conti¬ 
nent, began a long, slow destruction of a way of life from which 
neither side has yet recovered. By 1890 the lives of American 
Indians was irreversibly changed. 

In his meticulously documented account of the systematic plun¬ 
der of the American Indians, battle by battle, massacre by mas¬ 
sacre, broken treaty by broken treaty, Dee Brown reconstructs 
the American Indians’ side of Manifest Destiny and the explo¬ 
ration and settlement of the American West. Bury My Heart at 
Wounded Knee is eloquent and disturbing and well worth reading. 

Winona LaDuke, author of Last Standing Woman , is an interna¬ 
tionally acclaimed Native American activist. She was Ralph 
Nader’s vice presidential candidate in 1996. She has been nation¬ 
ally featured as one of America’s most promising leaders under 
the age of forty. LaDuke is also the founder of the White Earth 
Recovery Project and she lives on the White Earth Reservation 
in Minnesota. 

She calls Last Standing Woman a work of fiction, although the cir¬ 
cumstances, history, traditional stories and some of the charac¬ 
ters are true. La Duke tells the story from her mother’s words 
and from the words of her relatives. 

Beginning in 1860, the story covers the lives of seven generations 
of Ojibwa/Chippewa Indians living near the head waters of the 
Mississippi River, close to where Bemidji is today, the wetlands 
where wild rice grows. 

After long years of struggle, deprivation and despair and after a 
series of confrontations with government officials and dishonest 
tribesmen, these American Indians are managing to hold onto 
part of their original land and begin to emerge once more as a 
proud and productive people.

Dear UMFA Docents and Volunteers, 

As many of you know the last few months in the museum have been difficult, involving hard 
decisions regarding budget concerns, staff restructuring and necessary re-evaluations of the 
Museum’s short and long term plans. This was a period of great uncertainty for the PPES 
department as we waited to hear how these changes would affect our departmental staff and 
programs. The good news is that some decisions have been made and the core programs, such 
as tours, teacher training and Third Saturday will remain. 

The not so good news is that some of these decisions have involved a reduction in staff hours 
for our department. All the current PPES staff will remain employed but with reduced hours and 
in two cases, Amy and Tracey, a loss of benefits. Over future weeks and months the PPES 
department, and the UMFA as a whole, will work to clarify the specific impact these necessary 
cuts will have but each of you should be assured that we will all work hard, together with you, 
to ensure we continue to offer high quality programs to our visitors. 

The staff will now work the following weekly hours: Amy 19, Jenny 32, Virginia 32, Megan 32, 
Annie 19, Katie 32 and Tracey 19. Virginia will serve as the Departmental Director for one year 
to replace Gretchen Dietrich who is now the UMFA Interim Director. These reductions in hours 
represent a loss of 1 Vi people for our department. There are other similar staff reductions 
throughout the UMFA as well as staff who were laid off or opted for early retirement, and some 
vacant positions will remain unfilled for the next fiscal year 

This letter is being sent out not only to update you on the staff situation but also to thank you. 
It is impossible for any of us to put into words how much we appreciate how the docents and 
volunteers support us both professionally and personally here at the Museum. You are there 
with kind words, laughter and enthusiasm. You give your warmth and intelligence to each and 
every person that comes through the museum’s doors, including the staff. We are grateful and 
honored to work with such a great group of people, and happy that we get to continue doing so!

Martha Ross Stewart, 93, died 
peacefully at home Dec. 10, 2008. 

Born July 14, 1915 in Salt Lake 
City to Milton Hurlock and Harriet 
Sophia Wightman Ross, she grew up 
in the Forest Dale Ward. A preco¬ 
cious child with artistic gifts and a 
ferocity of intellect, she graduated 
at age 15 from LDS High School, 
then entered the University of Utah 
(B.A. 1935), where she excelled in 
literature and the arts. She was in¬ 
ducted into Mortar Board and 
served as editor of Pen, the student 
literary quarterly. She began writ¬ 
ing brief epigrammatic poems of 
great depth and continued to do so 
throughout her life. She studied art 
under A. B. Wright and Caroline 
Parry, becoming accomplished in oils 
and watercolors. 

On December 31, 1935 she mar¬ 
ried Justin C. Stewart. They hosted 
multitudes of friends at their Salt 
Lake and Sundance homes. Between 
1954 and 1981 she worked at the 
Salt Lake City Library, the Utah 
State Library for the Blind, and the 
Utah State Historical Society. In re¬ 
tirement she served as a docent for 
the Utan Museum ot Fine Arts. For 
seven decades she made Imoieum-cut 
Christmas cards. In later years she 
took up stained glass ana created 
numerous pieces large and small. 
She entertained generations of chil¬ 
dren with paper cutouts of butter¬ 
flies and birds. For twenty years she 
hosted a biweekly waffle brunch and 
Humanist salon at her home: seating 
at the dining-room table was limit¬ 
ed, the waiting list long, the conver¬ 
sation lively. 

Martha is preceded in death by 
her parents, her husband, and two of 
her siblings (Rhea Ross Balderas and 
Adeline Ross Parker). She is survived 
by siblings Ruth Ross Magleby and 
Zaner Ross; by her children Peter, 
Polly, and Heather (Mike Dorrell);
